After two innings of ragged 
ball, last night’s game wound up 
into a real ball game, lasting 
eleven innings with the Wood- 
men winning 7 to 5. Seven runs 
were scored in the first two in- 
nings, with five errors by the 
Woodmen and five walks by 
Bice. 

Both teams tightened up in the 
third, however, and no runs 
were scored until the sixth when 
Cunningham crossed the plate, 
making the score five to three 
in favor of the Woodmen. 


Cucamonga tied the score in 
the eighth. Airtight ball was 
played in the ninth and tenth 


when both teams went scoreless. 
In the eleventh Bill Cunningham 
socked a two bagger and was 
driven in by a neat homer hit 
by Bus Andreas. The Woodmen 
shut out Cucamonga in the last 
half of the inning, leaving the 
score seven to five in favor of 
the Woodmen.
